NEW YORK, April 1.—A maa 
identified as the slayer of Harry 
Cohen, a gambler, who was shot and 
killed early this morning in an up- 
town epartment-house, was brought

in the killing of Cohen, or that he 
was implicated in the shooting. He 
was locked up, however, charged 
with homicide. 

Cohen, also known as “Harry the 
Tot,“ who had promised to reveal 
the name of the “man higher up” 
in the prosecutor's anti-gambiing 
crusade. Cohen was shot and killed 
this morning. Dist.-Atty. Swenn im- 
mediately ordered the apprehension: 
of Sam Schepps, who was one of 
the prosecution's mar withe@ses 
against Charles Becker, the police 
lieutenant who was executed for the 
murder of Herman hal, gam- 
bier, in 19132. 

Schepps was arrested a few hours 
after the shooting. 

The circumstances recalled sharp- 
ly those connected with the murder 
of Herman Rosenthal, who was shot 
and killed by gang men, hired by. 
Charles Becker, a police Neutenant. 
Becker and four men were convict- 
ed of murder, and died in the elec- 
tric chair at Sing Sing. 

Up to the time of his arrest, the 
District Attorney withheld the rea- 
son for Schepps'’s appear- 
ance. It was not asserted that he 
was near when Cohen was shot, but 
the police declare that he is identi- 
fied in the inquiry as a friend of a 
woman, who, with two men, was ar- 
rested last week upon Information 
furnished by “Harry the Tot.“ 

Information that the gamblers 
whom the District Attorney is fight- 
ing had gunmen ready to kill any 
person who played the role of in- 
former was placed in Mr. Swann's 
possession on Saturday night, the 
prosecutor announced, 

“It is the same old story.“ Mr. 
Swann said. “History repeats itself. 
On Saturday night a man, whose 
identity I cannot now reveal, came 
to me and said, ‘Boss, you've got us 
licked.” This man has been 4a gam- 
bler for twenty-five years. He said 
that the gamblers had gunmen ready 
to ‘get anyone who squealed.’ The 
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gambler added: ‘If it became known 
that I am here my life would not 
be worth a pin.“ 

Mr. Swann said this gambler, who 
was not Cohen, told him the gam- 
glers could summon gunmen within 
thirty minutes’ notice. 

Sam Schepps was one of the pic- 
turesque figures of the Rosenthal 
murder case. Dapper, suave, fault- 
lessiy dressed, he Was an associate 
of the four gunmen who shot Ro- 
senthal—"“Gyp the Blood,” Dago“ 
Frank, “Lefty Louie“ and “Whitey” 
Lewis, who paid the penalty in the 
electric chair. He was accused by 
the defense of being an accomplice 
in the crime. Schepps testified free- 
ly for the State in both trials of 
Becker and in the trial of the gun- 
men.

DRY MEASURE BARRED 
BY NEBRASKA SENATE. 


(SY A. P. NIGHT 
LINCOLN (Neb.) April 1.—There 
will be no ratification of the Fed- 


eral prohibition amendment at the 
present special session of the Ne- 
braska Legislature until the Senate 
at some future date votes to recon- 
sider and defeat a resolution passed 
late today providing that the busi- 
ness of the upper house be limited 
to the legislation specified by Gov.

SLACKER LOSES; TO

CIRCUIT COURT AFFIRMS THE 
‘JUDGMENT AGAINST ED- 
WARD PHELAN. 


By the action of the United States 
Circult Court of Appeal yesterday 
in affirming the judgment of con- 
viction in the case of Edward Phe- 
lan, the Monrovia slacker, who was 
found guilty by a jury in Unit- 
ed States District Judge Trip- 
pet's court some months ago, 
one of the most celebrated slacker 
eases in the history of the local 
Federal Court was disposed of.

Some mental giant who has solved domes- 
tle and economic problems while demon- 
strating Greek roots at Cornell University 
will issue a pronunciamento that the only 
way for the American people to win the war 
is to eat prunes and save the pits! Hardly 
is the ink dry before a commissioner in the 
next district will issue orders that all 
prunes must be saved for shipment to New 
Zealand and that grocers will be forbidden 
to sell more than two ounces to a single 
customer. 

Of course it may not be as bad as that, 
but some of the tangles have been fully as 
ridiculous. 

Likewise some of the menus set forth by 
these professors of Sanskrit or Etruscan re 
mains are fearfully and wonderfully con- 
structed. The various blends they are put- 
ting forth to take the place of the pleasantly- 
familiar wheat bread of the last ten gener- 
ations are likely to result in a race of na- 
tional dyspeptics. There are a lot of peo- 
ple whose interiors have been so delicately 
nurtured that they will not accept corn 
bread unless it is made to the accompani- 
ment of milk and eggs. With corn meal at 
10 cents a pound, eggs 50 cents a dozen and 
milk 15 cents a quart, corn bread thus 
manufactured ceases to be economical prov- 
ender for human beings and is easily in the 
angel food class. Also the thought arises in 
the minds of several of our esteemed house- 
wives that if a whole lot of people must 
leafn to eat corn instead of wheat some of 
them might as well be French and English 
as well as Americans. Many housew!ves 
have honestly attempted to adjust their 
table and their baking to the various mixed 
flours that have been recommended from 
time to time in government literature. 
They have blended rye, barley, rice and 
potato flours or bran meal with their wheat 
flour and as a result have spoiled an awful 
lot of bread and wasted a lot of wheat. 

It la almost doubtful that any real econ- 
omy has resulted. 

The bills of fare put forth by some of 
these collegiate protein experts would be 
fine for a livery stable or a dog show, but 
wouldn't make much of a hit at the Good 
Samaritan Hospital or the Alexangelus, 
Come to think about it, a woman who has 
been hanging over a cook stove for twenty 
or thirty years is more apt to approach 
kitchen and table problems with clarity and 
common sense than is some hirsute pro- 
fessor who has spent a lifetime deciphering 
the bricks of Babylon. 

It has also been hard for the housewives 
to keep pace with the price-fixers and the 
prevailing conclusion is that every attempt 
to regulate the price has been marked with 
a spirited and frequently unjustifiable ad- 
vance. Nor have the attempts to regulate 
the supply or the quantity that may be pur- 
chased been received with three cheers. 
The general opinion is that there is more 
sugar now hoarded in the private homes of 
America than at any other time in the coun- 
try’s history. If people were warned that 
diamonds were scarce and must not be 
hoarded a lot of folks would take them on 
who had never worn them before. 

But the principal grievance of the house- 
wife is the conflict of authority and tiſe im- 
practical character of some of the sugges- 
tions or orders that come under the appar- 
ent seal of the government. A food com- 
missioner or a price fixer in one State will 
be eager for advertising or fame and he will 
do the things or issue the orders that best 
attain that end. A commissioner in another 
district is anxious to maintain the status 


quo. He hates to trouble anything or any- 
body and so does nothing. There can be no 
possible co-ordination between them—no 
mutual understanding of fundamentals. It 
is much as it was with the exemption boards 
at the outset. One board passed a man and 
sént him off to an infantry camp although 
he had a wooden leg. Another board turned 


down and sent back a husky prize fighter 


who could lick the Kaiser with one hand.

ETHODS OF WARFARE. 
The history of the present conflict 


shows that nations have profited little or 


nothing by the teachings, the discoveries, 
the inventions, the science and’ the litera- 
ture of many centuries. They still continue 
to determine the quarrels of rulers by the 


cave dwellers’ method of the destruction of 


the property and lives of individuals, and in 
the present war the military propagandists 
of German kultur have excelled their an- 
cestors only in atrocious cruelty. The sol- 


diers of Attila did not make a practice of 
raping women, of impaling infants on spear 


points and of murdering prisoners and non- 
combatants. 

There has been an improvement in weap- 
ons. The great cannon that throws dyna- 
mite bombs seventy-two miles into the 
streets of Paris has taken the place of the 
bow by which the archers of Caesar shot 
arrows at the foe only one or two hundred 
yards away.

Is it not a marvel that the age which has 


given us the rafiroad in the place of the 


stage coach, the auto in place of the surrey. 
the telegraph and the wireless in place of 
the horseman, the sewing machine in place 


of the needle, the typewriter in place of the 


pen, the threshing machine in place of the 
Hall, and which sends the human voice 
across the continent with the telephone and 
makes dead singers and orators speak to 
living audiences through the phonograph, 
cannot devise some better means of ad- 
justing the differences of nations than the 
slaughtering of millions of men in the 
trenches.
